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SUMMARY 

Problem 

Hie  need  for  development  of  a  comprehensive  occupational  health 
surveillance  program  was  identified  in  the  Occupational  Health  and  Safety  Act 
of  1970  and  is  required  under  the  Navy's  NAVOSH  Program.  Hie  Naval  Health 
Research  Center  has  developed  extensive  computerized  medical  data  resources 
for  use  in  disease  and  injury  surveillance,  occupational  health,  and 
epidemiologic  research. 

Objective 

To  give  a  broader  segment  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy  an 
understanding  of  the  data  resources  and  research  goals  of  the  Occupational 
Medicine  Department  at  the  Naval  Health  Research  Center. 

Approach 

This  report  describes  in  detail  the  Inpatient  Follow-up  Data  System, 
j  Data  files  included  in  this  system  are:  The  Service  History  File,  the 

j  Medical  History  File,  and  the  Career  History  File.  Hie  format  and  sources  of 

1  the  data  elements  in  these  files  and  the  coding  schemes  used  to  construct 

variables  within  the  files  are  fully  described.  - 

Results 

Research  studies  at  NHRC  have  shown  that  the  data  resources  identified 
in  this  report  provide  valuable  information  on  the  incidence,  treatment,  and 
outcome  of  disease  and  injury  in  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  populations. 

By  combining  the  medical  and  demographic  information  contained  in  the  data 
systems  at  NHRC  researchers  have  carried  out  very  large-scale  prospective 
epidemiologic  studies  of  these  populations. 

Conclusions 

Advancing  knowledge  of  the  health  status  of  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
personnel  is  a  critical  step  in  developing  effective  disease  and  injury 
prevention  programs  and  is  required  under  the  Navy's  NAVOSH  Program.  Hie 
data  resources  described  in  this  report  can  play  an  important  part  in  helping 
the  Navy  Medical  Command  meet  its  occupational  health  responsibilities.

Preface

This  monograph  describes  the  medical  information  resources  of  the  Naval 
Health  Research  Center  (NHRC) .  It  is  designed  to  enable  potential  users  of 
the  data  files  maintained  at  NHRC  to  understand  their  contents  and  how  they 
are  being  used  for  occupational  medicine,  epidemiological  studies,  clinical 
research,  and  administrative  applications.  These  integrated  historical  data 
files  are  unique;  there  are  none  like  them  in  the  Department  of  Defense. 
Combined  with  the  powerful  computerized  analytic  capabilities  which  have  been 
developed  at  the  Center,  they  provide  the  Naval  Medical  Command  with  an 
extensive  capability  for  addressing  critical  information  needs  in  occu¬ 
pational  health,  preventive  medicine,  medical  support  planning,  and  personnel

requirements.  These  data  resources  are  currently  supporting  a  wide  range  of 
studies  designed  to  address  the  most  pressing  health  and  fitness  issues 
facing  the  Navy.  The  causes  and  the  effects  of  acute  and  chronic  diseases, 
accidental  injuries,  and  mental  and  behavior  disorders  are  being  addressed 
under  a  broad-based  program.

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Introduction 

Hie  Naval  Health  Research  Center  has  developed  computerized  medical  and 
personnel  data  files  that  provide  extensive  information  for  Navy  medical 
management  and  for  occupational  health  and  epidemiologic  research.  The 
purpose  of  this  monograph  is  to  describe  in  detail  these  computerized 
resources  and  to  suggest  future  uses  for  environmental  and  occupational 
medicine,  epidemiologic  research,  health  care  management,  and  health  policy 
and  planning.  Research  studies  completed  have  shown  that  these  resources 
provide  valuable  information  on  incidence,  treatment,  and  outcomes  of  disease 
and  are  advancing  knowledge  of  health  and  disease  in  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
populations.  This  knowledge  is  a  critical  step  in  developing  effective 
prevention  programs. 

The  medical  and  personnel  files  described  in  this  monograph  are  obtained 
primarily  from  two  sources:  the  Naval  Medical  Data  Services  Center  in 
Bethesda,  MD,  and  the  Navy  Personnel  Research  and  Development  Center  in  San 
Diego.  Medical  data  cover  all  Navy  enlisted  personnel  serving  on  active  duty 
since  1  January  1965,  and  active-duty  Navy  officers  and  Marine  Corps 
personnel  since  1  January  1974.  Similarly,  personnel  data  cover  all  Navy 
enlisted  personnel  on  active  duty  since  1  January  1965  and  will  soon  cover 
active-duty  Navy  officers  and  Marine  Corps  personnel  since  1  January  1974. 

All  files  are  maintained  by  the  Occupational  Medicine  Department  of 
NHRC,  and  this  Department  is  responsible  for  developing  and  extending  NHRC's 
capabilities  for  epidemiologic  analysis. 

The  combined  medical  and  personnel  data  presently  include  information  on 
approximately  3,000,000  individuals.  The  present  report  provides  an  overview 
of  how  this  resource  is  being  used  at  the  Naval  Health  Research  Center. 

The  mission  of  the  Naval  Health  Research  Center,  as  assigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  two  of  the  functions  to  be  performed  to  accomplish 
the  mission,  as  assigned  by  the  Commander,  Naval  Medical  Command  (NHRCINST 
5450. IE),  are: 

To  support  fleet  operational  readiness  through 
research,  development,  testing,  and  evaluation  on  the 
biomedical  and  psychological  aspects  of  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  personnel  health  and  performance,  and  to  perform 
such  other  functions  or  tasks  as  may  be  directed  by 
higher  authority. 

As  directed  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  Naval 
Medical  Research  and  Development  Command,  Bethesda, 

Maryland: 
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a.  Conduct  occupational  health  and  safety  studies 
of  the  Naval  service  to:  identify  environmental  hazards 
in  the  workplace  and  aboard  ship;  assess  the  inpact  of 
potentially  harmful  agents  or  conditions  on  health  and 
performance;  determine  causal  factors  in  illness  and 
accidents;  and  to  develop  cost-effective  intervention 
strategies 

b.  Maintain  data  files  of  medical  and  service 
history  information  for  all  Naval  personnel  to:  serve  as 
the  basis  for  longitudinal  health  studies  on  morbidity, 
disability,  and  mortality  in  relation  to  demographic, 
occupational,  environmental,  psychological,  and  service 
history  variables;  identify  health  and  safety  risks  to 
Naval  personnel;  and  to  assess  the  inpact  of  chronic 
disease  on  performance  and  retention. 

Computerized  medical  files  were  first  established  by  NHRC's  present 
Chief  Scientist,  Dr.  E.  K.  Eric  Gunderson,  in  the  late  1960 's  to  investigate 
the  epidemiology  of  psychiatric  disorders.  In  1975  the  mission  of  the  Center 
was  broadened  from  primarily  psychiatric  research  to  include  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  all  types  of  disease  and  injury.  Research  programs  in  occupational 
medicine  and  epidemiology  were  developed  in  the  late  1970's  when  it  became 
apparent  that  these  files  would  have  special  value  for  occupational  health 
surveillance  in  Naval  industrial  and  operational  environments. 

It  was  recognized  that  complete  use  of  these  medical  data  resources 
would  require  the  special  expertise  of  epidemiologists  and  biostatisticians. 
Epidemiology  has  special  importance  for  risk  assessment  and  disease  preven¬ 
tion  and  control.  An  important  aspect  of  most  epidemiologic  studies  is  the 
ability  to  calculate  specific  rates,  for  example,  by  age,  sex,  race,  and 
occupation.  Nearly  all  comparisons  of  rates  among  populations  require 
statistical  adjustment  for  age  or  other  factors  known  to  influence  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  disease  under  study.  Appropriate  methods  for  assessing  the 
statistical  significance  of  observed  differences  also  must  be  used. 

The  NHRC  staff  of  epidemiologists,  psychologists,  statisticians,  and 
computer  programmers  has  developed  a  broad  program  of  investigations  in 
occupational  health  and  epidemiology  which  applies  state-of-the-art  computer 
technology  to  research  needs. 


Section  I 

The  Occupational  Medicine  Department 


1.  Background 

The  need  for  an  information-based  approach  to  establishing  occupational 
health  priorities  through  epidemiologic  research  has  steadily  grown  since 
passage  of  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  (OSHA)  in  1970  and  the 
signing  of  a  Presidential  Executive  Order  (E.O.  12196)  which  directed  federal 
agencies  to  implement  the  provisions  of  OSHA.  This  order  called  for  the 
federal  government  to  take  an  exemplary  role  in  providing  safe  working 
conditions.  These  landmark  legislations  have  been  followed  by  many 

Department  of  Defense  and  Department  of  the  Navy  Directives  and  Instructions 
providing  guidelines  for  maintaining  safe  and  healthful  workplaces. 
Specifically,  the  Navy's  NAVOSH  Program  requires  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  occupational  health  surveillance  program  (OPNAVINST  5100. 23B). 

2.  Research  Objectives 

The  Department's  program  of  long-range  and  short-term  research 

objectives  support  the  NAVOSH  program  and  are  detailed  in  5-year  plans  and 

annual  research  work  units.  The  Department,  however,  continually  addresses 

specific  requests  from  other  Navy  commands,  and  the  epidemiologists  and  other 

staff  within  the  Department  have  been  working  closely  with  the  Navy 

Environmental  Health  Center  (NEHC)  and  other  Navy  commands  to  respond  to 

these  requests  in  a  thorough  and  timely  manner.  These  commands  have 

increasingly  found  NHRC  medical  data  sources  valuable  in  answering 

occupational  health  questions.  The  Department  conducts  many  disease 

surveillance  and  disability  studies.  Chronic  diseases  which  have  been 

studied  in  Naval  personnel  with  emphasis  on  occupational  associations  include 

Hodgkin's  disease,  testicular  cancer,  leukemia,  and  non-Hodgkin's

lymphomas 

Recently  a  series  of  reports5-8  as  well  as  published  articles  9-11  were 
completed  which  examined  accident  and  injury-related  hospitalizations  among 
male  Navy  enlisted  personnel  during  the  period  1977-83.  The  objective  of 
these  studies  was  to  determine  if  various  environmental  and  occupational 
variables  could  help  explain  the  risk  differential  observed  across  opera¬ 
tional  and  occupational  groups.  Results  indicated  that  risks  of  serious 
injury  varied  widely  as  a  function  of  seniority,  duty  status,  external  cause 
of  accident,  time  in  assignment,  and  type  of  duty  station. 
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The  Department  receives  many  requests  to  use  in-house  data  files  to 
supply  information  for  medical  and  research  uses  and  for  medically-related 
administrative  applications.  These  requests  come  from  the  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations,  the  Naval  Medical  Command,  NEHC,  and  other  Navy  commands.  The 
following  are  examples: 

1.  An  inquiry  from  the  Vice  CNO  (ltr  16  SEP  85  Ser  09/5U3013303) 

regarding  possible  excess  morbidity  in  Naval  engineering  occupations.  In 

response  NHRC  completed  a  study  of  disease  and  accident  incidence  in

engineering  personnel  during  the  period  1974-83  . 

2.  An  inquiry  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  concerning  a  possible 
cluster  of  breast  cancer  cases  at  the  Combat  Systems  Technical  Command 

t 

Schools  at  Mare  Island,  California.  NHRC  completed  a  study  detailing  the  6- 
year  history  of  breast  cancer  occurrence  at  this  facility,  along  with  an 
analysis  of  breast  cancer  in  all  Naval  personnel. 

3.  An  inquiry  from  the  Navy  Environmental  Health  Center  requesting  two 
epidemiologic  investigations  of  the  potential  adverse  health  effects  from 
exposure  to  Otto  Fuel  II.  NHRC  completed  studies  which  assessed  whether 
Torpedoman's  Mates  potentially  exposed  to  Otto  Fuel  II  had  a  significantly 
higher  risk  of  cardiovascular  disorders  and  of  undesirable  reproductive 
outcomes  for  females  exposed1^-1**. 

Studies  of  other  disorders  and  their  possible  association  with  specified 
risk  factors  completed  in  response  to  inquiries  include  Guillian-Barre 
Syndrome^,  knee  injuries^  alcohol  and  drug  abuse,  suicide,  tuberculosis, 
toxic  inhalation,  hypothermia,  burns,  and  drowning. 

3.  Departmental  Organization 

The  Occupational  Medicine  Department  has  four  Programs  as  shown  in 
Figure  1:  Occupational  Epidemiology,  Medical  Follow-up,  Accident  and  Injury 
Surveillance,  and  Social  Epidemiology.  While  working  together  to  support  an 
effective  occupational  health  and  epidemiology  research  agenda,  these 
Programs  have  their  specific  areas  of  concentration,  as  outlined  in  the 
following  sections. 

Occupational  Epidemiological  Program 

The  overall  objective  of  this  Program  is  the  development  of  a  compre¬ 
hensive  environmental,  occupational  health,  and  epidemiology  surveillance 
system.  The  systems  developed  within  this  program  provide  a  means  to 
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identify  occupational  and  environmental  factors  that  may  modify  risks  of 
disease,  as  well  as  personal  history  and  lifestyle  factors  that  may  influence 
these  risks. 

Current  resources  are  being  expanded  to  include  new  sources  of 
information  and  faster  means  of  data  management  and  analysis.  The  current 
medical  and  career  history  files  will  be  linked  with  information  obtained 
through  the  Navy  Occupational  Health  Information  Management  System  (NOHlMS.i, 
and  with  other  data  sources  including  the  Medical  Follow-up  Agency,  the 
Veteran's  Administration,  the  Social  Security  Administration,  and  the 
National  Death  Index  from  the  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics. 

HIV  Seropositivity  Central  Registry.  Within  the  Occupational  Epidemi¬ 
ology  Program  a  rapid  means  of  transferring  data  from  the  Naval  Hospital, 
Bethesda,  to  NHRC  on  all  positive  tests  for  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus 
(HIV)  seroconversion  performed  on  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  personnel  has  been 
established.  This  interactive  system  provides  a  current  HIV  seropositivity 
file  maintained  at  NHRC  and  management  information  for  the  HIV  Special 
Projects  Officer.  Social  security  numbers  are  verified  on  all  seropositive 
personnel  by  linkage  with  NHRC  Career  History  Files. 

Questionnaire  data  from  the  four  Naval  Hospitals  where  HIV  seropositive 
personnel  are  evaluated  (Bethesda,  Portsmouth,  Oakland,  Scin  Diego)  provide  a 
central  registry  for  all  clinical  information.  Reports  from  these  question¬ 
naires  are  produced  and  provided  to  the  Naval  Medical  Command.  Development 
of  longitudinal  prospective  study  designs  based  on  cohorts  of  seroconverters 
and  appropriate  controls  are  beginning.  The  Navy  population  provides  a 
unique  opportunity  for  long-term  follow-up  of  seroconverters  and  of 
individuals  with  exposures  to  high-risk  population  groups  or  high-risk 
geographic  areas.  In  combination  with  career  history  information  research 
questions  such  as  the  effect  of  HIV  seroconversion  cn  performance  and  careers 
cam  be  addressed. 

Medical  Follow-up  Program 

This  Program  supports  all  research  conducted  within  the  Department  by 
maintaining  departmental  files  and  developing  the  programming  necessary  for 
updating  and  accessing  medical  history  and  career  history  files.  These  files 
are  more  fully  described  in  Section  II.  In  order  to  update  files  with  the 
most  recent  data  available,  the  staff  members  of  this  program  maintain  a 
close  liaison  with  the  Naval  Medical  Data  Services  Center  in  Bethesda  and  the 
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Navy  Personnel  Research  surd  Development  Center  in  San  Diego.  This  program  is 
also  developing  state-of-the-art  computer  programming  for  remote  data  entry 
and  case  verification  for  the  HIV  Central  Registry. 

Accident  and  Injury  Surveillance  Program 

This  Program  conducts  research  to  help  identify  groups  that  are  at  an 
increased  risk  for  a  hospitalization  resulting  from  an  accident  or  injury. 
Study  of  individual,  occupational,  temporal,  and  causal  factors  provide  a 
better  understanding  of  accident  risk  and  will  help  focus  preventive  and 
corrective  efforts.  Research  is  currently  focused  in  two  general  areas: 
accident  risk  on  shore  or  at  sea  (both  on  duty  and  off  duty)  and  audiometric 
evaluations . 

Social  Epidemiology  Program 

This  Program  conducts  research  to  determine  the  influence  on  health  of 
social  factors  in  Navy  environments.  Two  specific  types  of  environments  are 
emphasized:  occupational  environments  such  as  duty  stations  and  workplaces, 
and  operational  environments  such  as  military  conflicts  and  deployments  of 
ships  and  Fleet  Marine  Force  units.  Major  research  areas  of  this  program 
include  the  epidemiology  of  psychiatric  casualties,  battle  wounds,  suicide, 
disaster  effects,  and  the  stresses  of  prolonged  duty  in  extreme  environments.

Data  Resources

This  system  allows  a  rapid  means  of  risk  assessment  in  Navy  occupa¬ 
tional  groups.  The  Inpatient  Follow-up  Data  System  consists  of  several  main 
data  files  including  the  Service  History  File,  the  Population  Denominator 
Count  File,  the  Medical  History  File,  and  Career  History  File.  Each  is 
described  in  detail  below  and  their  relationship  is  shown  in  Figure  2. 

2.  Service  History  File 

The  Service  History  File  contains  personnel  and  service  history  data  on 
all  enlisted  Naval  personnel  who  have  served  on  active  duty  since  January 
1965.  It  is  compiled  from  monthly  Navy  Military  Personnel  Command  (NMPC) 
change  tape  extracts  from  January  1965  to  the  present.  It  is  a  cumulative 
record  of  important  changes  in  personnel  status  and  is  organized  in 
chronological  order  by  event  date.  It  tracks  a  member  from  the  date  of 
enlistment  to  the  date  of  discharge  or  death.  Most  of  the  data  elements  in 
these  files  have  tended  to  remain  constant  over  the  years,  and  the  database 
has  been  thoroughly  edited. 

The  80  characters  composing  each  individual's  first  record  are  called 
the  Demographic  and  Service  History  Summary  Record.  The  most  important  items 
from  the  Demographic  and  Service  History  Summary  Record  are  grouped  into  the 
following  categories:  Demographic  and  Identifying  Variables,  Military 

Qualifications,  and  Service  History  Summary.  These  sets  of  variables  are 
described  in  detail  below.

date.  The  SSN  (or  service  number)  serves  as  the  primary  link  to  other  data 
files. 

Seven  characters  of  the  name  appear  on  the  file;  however,  a  microfiche 
Navy  Bidex  File  published  by  NMPC  is  also  maintained  at  NHRC  to  determine 
complete  name,  if  needed.  This  file  contains  name,  social  security  number, 
occupation,  and  current  duty  station  for  active-duty  and  reserve  personnel, 
and,  for  retired  personnel,  retired  status.  The  file  is  updated  monthly  for 
both  officers  and  enlisted  personnel  and  provides  complete  name  (needed  when 
requesting  clinical  records)  when  only  a  social  security  number  or  partial 
name  is  available. 

The  coding  of  race  has  changed  over  the  years.  Code  definitions,  and 
when  they  were  applied,  are  indicated  below:

The  GCT  Score  is  designed  to  measure  ability  to  understand  verbal 
relationships.  Since  1  July  1973  this  test  score  has  not  been  reported  for 
every  member. 

The  AFQT  Score  is  available  on  all  members  after  30  June  1973  and  is 
available  on  some  members  before  that  date.  For  female  members  this  field 
will  contain  Armed  Forces  Women's  Selection  Test  Scores.  Norms  provided  for 


the  AFQT  were  calculated  incorrectly  during  the  period  1  January  1976  through 
30  September  1980,  so  this  variable  must  be  used  with  caution. 

Mental  group  is  ?  classification  of  verbal  reasoning  ability  based  upon 
either  the  AFQT  or  GCT  Score  and  is  reported  for  males  only. 

The  Education  certificate  variable  indicates  the  type  of  diploma  or  degree 
held  by  the  individual.  (Note:  Another  variable.  Education,  which  indicates 
the  number  of  years  of  schooling  completed,  appears  on  all  Service  History 
Event  Records;  see  below.) 

The  SCREEN  Score  is  defined  as  the  probability  that  a  recruit  will 
successfully  complete  the  first  year  of  enlistment.  The  Score  is  derived 
from  four  elements  obtained  at  the  time  of  recruitment:  Age,  education, 
AFQT,  and  marital  status.  Female  members  do  not  have  SCREEN  Scores.  If  a 
member  does  not  have  an  AFQT  Score,  a  GCT  Score  is  substituted  for 
calculation.

Following  the  initial  Demographic  and  Service  History  Summary  Record 
from  one  to  200  service  history  events  (changes  in  personnel  status)  are 


entered  in  sequence  in  the  individual's  service  history.  Two  types  of 
service  history  events  are  recorded.  The  first  type  involves  a  change  in 
career  status — promotion,  demotion,  desertion,  reenlistment,  etc.  The  second 
type  of  service  history  event  is  a  change  in  duty  station.  This  information 
is  not  obtained  from  the  change  tapes  used  to  update  the  Enlisted  Master 
Record  but  from  quarterly  extracts  of  the  Enlisted  Master  Record  itself  (a 
cross-sectional  roster  of  the  entire  Navy  enlisted  population). 

Each  Service  History  Event  Record  contains  60  characters  of  dynamic 
data.  These  sets  of  data  differ  somewhat  for  duty  station  transfer  events 
and  other  service  history  events.  The  two  sets  of  variables  are  shown  below.

A  complete  listing  of  Navy  enlisted  occupations  is  shown  in  Appendix  1. 

Navy  Officer  Service  History.  This  file  is  currently  being  constructed 
by  NHRC  at  Argonne  National  Laboratories.  This  file  includes  demographic  and 
career  data  for  an  average  annual  population  of  75,000  officers  and  parallels 
the  Service  History  File  for  enlisted  personnel.  The  number  of  individuals 
included  is  increasing  with  backdating  of  the  file  to  January  1974.  Updating 
is  based  on  annual  snapshots  of  the  Navy  officer  population  and  monthly 
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change  tapes  available  through  the  Naval  Medical  Data  Services  Center. 
Appendix  2  summarizes  billet  and  officer  designator  codes  for  unrestricted, 
restricted,  staff,  and  limited  duty  Navy  officers. 

Marine  Corps  Service  History.  This  file  is  currently  being  constructed 
at  Argonne  National  Laboratories  and  contains  demographic  and  career  data  for 
230,000  Marine  Corps  officers  and  enlisted  personnel.  Data  are  in  the  same 
format  as  Navy  officer  and  enlisted  data  but  include  new  variables  particular 
to  the  Marine  Corps.  For  example,  a  Marine  Corps  variable  such  as  military 
occupational  specialty  designation  will  appear  in  the  file  where  Navy 
enlisted  rate  code  or  Navy  officer  designation  code  would  appear  in  the  Navy 
files.  Appendix  3  provides  a  list  of  military  occupational  specialty  (MOS) 
codes  common  to  Marine  Corps  officers  and  enlisted  personnel. 

The  database  is  constructed  on  quarterly  snapshots  of  the  Marine  Corps 
population  combined  with  monthly  transaction  or  change  tapes.  Data  are  kept 
as  current  as  possible  and  construction  of  the  file  will  proceed  from  the 
present  quarter  back  in  time  and  eventually  be  back-dated  to  January  1974. 

3.  Population  Denominator  Count  File 

The  Population  Denominator  Count  {PDC)  file  contains  annual  population 
counts  for  the  entire  enlisted  population.  The  file  is  in  a  condensed  format 
and  is  stored  on  disk  to  allow  rapid  access  to  Navy  population  data  from  1974 
to  the  present.  Annual  population  counts  are  determined  by  summing  five 
quarterly  counts  for  each  calendar  year  (31  December  of  the  preceding  year 
and  31  March,  30  June,  30  September,  and  31  December  of  the  year  of  interest) 
and  dividing  this  sum  by  5  to  estimate  the  population  at  risk  for  the  given 
year.  Such  denominators  are  needed  for  the  calculation  of  disease  incidence 
rates  by  age,  sex,  race,  length  of  service,  occupation,  or  combinations  such 
as  age-specific  rates  by  occupation.  The  PDC  file  is  derived  from  the 
Enlisted  Master  File  (EMF)  supplied  by  the  Navy  Military  Personnel  Command. 
The  EMF  contains  personnel  and  service  history  data  members.  An  extract  is 
copied  from  the  EMF  quarterly  and  this  extract  provides  counts  of  Navy 
enlisted  personnel  broken  down  by  the  most  frequently  used  demographic  and 
service  history  variables  and  combinations  of  these.  The  variables 
represented  in  the  PDC  file  and  their  categories  are  as  follows:

Specific  population  counts  available  from  the  Population  Denominator 
Count  (PDC)  File  are: 

o  Age-,  race-,  sex-specific  counts  by  occupation  or  paygrade  or  length 
of  service  or  education.

Quarterly  or  annual  counts  reflecting  the  specific  subpopulations  of 
interest  are  stored  on  disk  and  are  immediately  retrievable.  An  example  of  a 
frequently  used  combination  would  be  age  distributions  within  occupational 
specialties  for  male  Caucasian  members  to  compute  age-specific  hospitaliza¬ 
tion  rates  by  occupation,  sex,  and  race.  Other  examples  might  be  black 
Boiler  Technicians  aboard  destroyers  who  have  less  than  three  years  of 
service  or  female  Hospital  Corpsman  who  have  some  college  education  and  are 
pay  grade  E-6  or  above.  This  file  can  be  used  to  determine  number  of 
individuals,  or  more  commonly,  person-years  at  risk  during  a  specified  time 
period. 

Occupational  subspecialties  (Primary  Naval  Enlistement  Classification 
[PNEC]  Codes)  within  larger  occupational  groupings,  such  as  x-ray  technician, 


laboratory  technician,  operating  roan  technician,  independent  duty  corpsman, 
etc.,  within  the  Hospital  Corpsman  rate  can  also  be  retrieved. 

4.  Medical  History  File 

The  Medical  History  file  allows  a  rapid  means  of  case  ascertainment  in 
active-duty  Navy  personnel.  This  file  can  be  searched  for  the  occurrence  of 
any  disease  listed  in  the  ICDA-7th,  8th,  and  9th  revisions  using  a  coding 
scheme  devised  by  NHRC.  The  records  are  arranged  in  order  by  date  of 
hospitalization  (earliest  hospitalization  first)  and  contain  up  to  nine 
discharge  diagnoses  for  each  hospitalization.  This  allows  identification  of 
all  first  hospitalizations,  a  good  estimate  of  disease  incidence  for 
disorders  serious  enough  to  require  hospitalization.  First  hospitalizations, 
once  ascertained,  can  be  stored  in  a  file  with  a  configuration  identical  to 
the  PDC  file.  These  files  can  then  be  merged  and  first  hospitalization 
(incidence)  rates  calculated. 

The  Medical  History  file  has  four  components:  Hospitalizations,  Medical 
Boards,  Physical  Evaluation  Boards,  and  Deaths.  These  files  are  originally 
compiled  as  separate  record  systems  by  the  Naval  Medical  Data  Services 
Center,  Bethesda,  Maryland.  After  preliminary  editing,  copies  of  the  files 
are  forwarded  to  the  Naval  Health  Research  Center.  NHRC  performs  additional 
editing  and  combines  the  four  files  into  a  single  file  which  comprise 
individual  medical  h  stories.  Each  individual's  medical  records  are  linked 
together  by  social  security  number  and  are  ordered  chronologically.  This 
sequence  of  records  provides  a  complete  active-duty  inpatient  medical  history 
and  the  results  of  Medical  or  Physical  Evaluation  Board  actions  from  the  date 
of  enlistment  to  discharge  or  death.  The  file  includes  all  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  personnel  who  have  served  on  active  duty  since  1965. 

Diagnostic  and  demographic  information  from  the  hospital  record 
contained  on  the  Medical  History  file  can  be  validated  against  information 
contained  on  the  Physical  Evaluation  Board  file  and  the  Medical  Board  file. 
These  files  contain  diagnoses  assigned  after  board  review  of  medical  records 
by  at  least  two  physicians  and  serve  as  an  in-house  method  of  verifying 
hospital  discharge  diagnoses. 

When  necessary,  complete  paper  originals  of  medical  records  are  obtained 
by  NHRC  from  the  National  Personnel  Records  Center  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  or 
from  Naval  hospitals.  These  records  are  then  compared  with  computerized  data 
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or  independently  assessed  by  appropriate  medical  personnel  in  San  Diego,  and 
diagnoses  are  verified  in  this  manner. 

The  first  80  characters  of  each  record  provide  a  demographic  and  service 
history  summary  segment  which  was  described  in  the  section  on  the  Service 
History  file.  This  demographic  segment  is  identical  in  format  in  the  four 
medical  files  and  allows  for  record  linkage  among  files.  The  four  component 
files  are  described  in  the  following  sections. 

Hospitalization  File.  This  file  contains  information  on  all  hospitali¬ 
zations  of  active-duty  Navy  personnel.  Hospitalizations  appear  in  chrono¬ 
logical  order  by  date  of  hospital  discharge.  Some  of  the  most  important  var¬ 
iables  included  in  the  Hospitalization  file  include: 

o  Deroographic/service  history  o  Occupation

Hospitalizations  appear  in  chronological  order  by  date  of  hospital 
discharge.  The  first  variable  following  the  demographic  section  of  the 
record  is  the  Unit  Identification  Code  (UIC)  of  the  admitting  facility.  This 
information  is  necessary  for  retrieval  of  clinical  records  from  the  hospital 
or  from  the  National  Personnel  Records  Center  in  St.  Louis. 

Next  are  admission  and  discharge  dates  from  which  the  length  of  stay  in 
the  hospital  is  computed.  Type  of  hospital  admission  is  indicated — whether 
direct  or  by  transfer  from  another  facility. 

Up  to  nine  discharge  diagnoses  appear  for  each  hospitalization. 
Discharge  diagnoses  are  represented  by  five-digit  NHRC  diagnostic  codes. 
These  codes  are  described  in  Section  IV. 

The  hospitalization  file  records  am  individual's  current  occupational 
specialty  and  whether  the  present  disease  or  condition  is  occupationally 
related.  If  the  condition  existed  prior  to  enlistment  this  also  is  indicated 
in  the  hospitalization  file. 

The  file  contains  an  External  Cause  Code,  a  four-digit  Department  of 
Defense  Disease  and  Injury  Code  that  is  used  with  Accidents,  Poisonings,  or 
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Violence  related  diagnoses.  The  first  digit  of  this  code  identifies  the 
general  class  of  trauma  (battle  wound  or  injury,  intentionally  inflicted  non¬ 
battle  injury,  or  accidental  injury).  The  remaining  three  digits  identify 
the  specific  causative  agent  and  in  some  cases  the  place  of  occurrence. 

The  file  reflects  duty  station  at  the  time  of  hospitalization,  and  if 
the  duty  station  is  a  ship,  a  code  that  indicates  location. 

Surgical  procedures  utilized  are  coded  as  specified  in  the  International 

- - - 

Classification  of  Diseases  9th  Revision  Clinical  Modification  Manual 

Several  demographic  variables  appear  in  the  medical  records  that 
parallel  data  elements  in  the  80-character  demographic  segment  which  is 
obtained  from  the  Service  History  file.  These  include  age,  paygrade,  length 
of  service,  and  occupation.  In  some  cases  these  are  self-reported  data  and 
should  not  be  used  without  validation  against  service  history  sources. 

Medical  Board  File.  Some  of  the  more  frequently  used  data  elements 
contained  in  the  Medical  Board  file  include: 
o  Demographic/service  history  summary 
o  Date  of  Medical  Board 
o  Whether  admitted  to  hospital 
o  Admitting  facility:  UIC 
o  Primary/secondary/tertiary  diagnoses 
o  Whether  condition  existed  prior  to  service

o  Final  disposition 

Following  the  demographic  summary  section  the  date  of  the  Medical  Board 
appears.  Whether  the  individual  was  admitted  to  a  hospital  (sick  list)  or 
not  and  the  admitting  facility  are  indicated. 

Primary,  secondary,  and  tertiary  diagnoses  as  determined  by  the  Board 
are  given,  and  whether  the  condition  existed  prior  to  enlistment.  As  in  the 
Hospitalization  file,  occupation,  external  cause  code  (for  accidents),  and 
duty  station  at  the  time  of  the  Board  are  recorded  in  this  file.  Finally, 
disposition  by  the  Board  is  indicated. 

Physical  Evaluation  Board  File.  Selected  data  elements  in  the  Physical 
Evaluation  Board  file  are  shown  below.

Following  the  demographi c/service  history  summary  the  dates  of  the 
initial  Board  for  this  condition,  the  last  Board,  and  the  current  Board  are 
given.  The  reporting  facility  where  the  evaluation  was  conducted  and  the 
primary  and  secondary  diagnoses  assigned  are  indicated.  The  type  of  trans¬ 
action  refers  to  change  in  status  from  a  previous  Board  to  the  current  one. 
The  location  of  the  Board  is  given  (e.g.,  San  Diego,  Bethesda). 

Death  Registry.  The  Death  Registry  contains  two  major  components:  (1) 
Report  of  Casualty  (DD  Form  1300)  for  both  Naval  active-duty  and  inactive 
enlisted  and  officer  personnel  provided  by  NMPC  and  (2)  computerized  death 
records  for  all  active-duty  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  enlisted  and  officer 
personnel. 

Appendix  5  provides  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  DD  Form 
1300  and  the  coding  scheme  developed  for  its  incorporation  into  the  death 
registry.  The  individual's  SSN  is  the  link  between  the  DD  Form  1300  file  and 
the  death  record. 

The  computerized  death  record  contains  the  usual  demographic  and  service 
history  summary.  The  date  of  death  and  the  place  of  death  including  the 
reporting  facility,  the  type  of  death,  and  type  of  record  transaction  are 
coded.  Again,  occupation,  external  cause  code,  and  duty  station  are 
indicated.  The  underlying,  intervening,  and  contributing  diagnoses  are  also 
recorded.  Variables  in  the  Death  Record  include:

Navy  Officer  Medical  History  File.  A  complete  file  of  hospitalizations 
for  all  Navy  officers  is  currently  being  constructed  at  Argonne  National 


Laboratories  by  NHRC .  This  file  contains  up  to  nine  discharge  diagnoses  for 
each  hospitalization  occurring  during  active  duty.  The  data  elements 
parallel  those  of  enlisted  personnel.  The  file  also  contains  Medical  Board 
and  Physical  Evaluation  Board  findings.  Back-dating  of  this  file  will 
continue  to  January  1974. 

Marine  Corps  Medical  History  File.  A  complete  file  of  hospitalizations 
for  Marine  officer  and  enlisted  personnel  is  currently  being  constructed  by 
NHRC  at  Argonne  National  Laboratories.  This  file  also  contains  up  to  nine 
discharge  diagnoses  for  each  hospitalization  a  Marine  Corps  officer  or 
enlisted  serviceman  has  during  their  career.  Diagnostic  codes  will  appear  in 
a  format  similar  to  the  Navy  Officer  and  Enlisted  Medical  History  file. 
Back-dating  of  this  file  will  continue  to  January  1974. 

5.  Career  History  File 

When  the  Service  History  and  Medical  History  files  are  combined  into 
one  file  of  events  arranged  in  chronological  order,  the  resulting  integrated 
system  is  referred  to  as  the  Career  History  file  (See  Figure  2).  This  file 
contains  all  important  service  history  and  medical  history  events  over  the 
individual's  entire  career. 

An  example  follows  to  illustrate  the  contents  of  the  Career  History 
File  for  a  typical  enlistment.  In  this  example  the  original  numerically 
coded  information  has  been  translated  into  a  narrative  description. 

The  information  contained  in  the  Career  History  file  for  one  individual 
is  shown  below.  The  basic  demographic  and  service  history  information  for 
this  individual  indicated:  White,  male;  born  July  3,  1949;  SCREEN  Score  - 
90%,  AFQT  -  73;  Education  -  12  years;  married,  no  children.  Service  History 
and  Medical  History  Events  appear  as  follows:

Section  III 
Analytical  Support 

Epidemiologic  Statistical  Analysis  Programs 

Epidemiology  uses  a  number  of  unique  statistical  analysis  techniques 
that  are  not  currently  available  in  widely  used  packaged  programs  such  as 
SPSS  and  BMDP.  Packaged  programs  offer  a  great  deal  of  statisticl 
flexibility  for  file  organization,  cross- tabulation ,  and  standard  analyses 
such  as  calculation  of  means  and  accompanying  standard  deviations,  and  these 
are  extensively  used  by  epidemiologists  at  NHRC.  Programs  for  adjustment  of 
rates  for  confounding  variables  and  interval  estimation  using  the  Poisson 
distribution  (suitable  for  rare  events)  are  not  available  in  packaged 
programs,  however. 

Various  programs  designed  for  epidemiologic  analysis  have  been  developed 
and  are  in  use  at  NHRC.  The  programs  can  be  used  to  calculate  incidence 
rates  or  mortality  rates,  evaluate  the  statistical  significance  of  these 
rates  (using  either  the  Poisson  or  Normal  distribution)  and  adjust  rates 
according  to  differences  in  factors  such  as  age,  sex,  or  smoking  status.

Disease  Classification 


Disease  ami  Injury  Coding  Systems 

NHRC  uses  a  coding  system  which  insures  compatibility  of  the  different 
coding  schemes  which  have  been  used  by  the  Navy  medical  community  since  1965. 
Ibis  system  provides  one  NHRC  code  which  identifies  a  particular  disorder 
which  appeared  in  the  following  coding  systems: 

o  Department  of  Defense  Disease  and  Injury  Codes  (DDIC),  in  use  from 
Jan  1965-Dec  1969; 

o  International  Classification  of  Disease,  Adapted  for  Use  in  the 
United  States,  Eighth  Revision  (ICDA-8),  in  use  from  Jan  1970-Dec 
1979; 

o  International  Classification  of  Disease,  Ninth  Revision  (ICD-9),  in 
use  from  Jan  1980  to  Dec  1985;  and 

o  International  Classification  of  Diseases,  Ninth  Revision,  Clinical 
Modification  ( ICD-9CM) ,  in  use  Jan  1986  -  present. 

Currently,  injuries  and  disease  are  grouped  into  18  diagnostic 
categories  listed  below.

NHRC  Coding.  The  first  three  digits  of  the  NHRC  diagnostic  code 
describe  976  specific  diseases  or  injuries;  the  following  two  digits  allow  up 
to  99  subcodes  for  each  major  diagnostic  category.  Most  conditions  require 
only  four  or  five  subcodes  to  conform  to  different  revisions  of  the  ICD 
codes.  An  example  of  the  use  of  these  codes  is  provided  below:

Section  1  -  General 


1.  General  Categories.  Billet  and  Navy  officer  designator  codes  are  grouped 
in  general  categories  as  follows: 

a.  Unrestricted  Line.  Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Regular  Navy  and 
Naval  Reserve  who  are  not  restricted  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

b.  Restricted  Line.  Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Regular  Navy  and  Naval 
Reserve  who  are  restricted  in  the  performance  of  duty  by  having  been 
designated  for  engineering  duty,  aeronautical  engineering  duty,  or  special 
duty. 

c.  Unrestricted  Line  -  Prospective  Staff  Corps.  Unrestricted  Line 
officers  under  instruction  as  prospective  officers  of  a  specific  staff  corps. 

d.  Staff  Corps.  Officers  of  all  staff  corps  of  the  Regular  Navy  and 
Naval  Reserve.  The  eight  staff  corps  are: 

(1)  Medical  Corps  (5)  Nurse  Corps 

(2)  Dental  Corps  (6)  Supply  Corps 

(3)  Medical  Service  Corps  (7)  Chaplain  Corps 

(4)  Judge  Advocate  General's  Corps  (8)  Civil  Engineer  Corps 

e.  Limited  Duty  -  Line.  Officers  of  the  line  of  the  Regular  Navy  and 
Naval  Reserve  appointed  for  the  performance  of  duty  in  the  broad  occupational 
fields  indicated  by  their  former  warrant  designators  or  enlisted  rating 
groups. 

f.  Limited  Duty  -  Staff.  Officers  of  the  staff  of  the  Regular  Navy  and 
Naval  Reserve  appointed  for  the  performance  of  duty  in  the  broad  occupational 
fields  indicated  by  their  former  warrant  designators  or  enlisted  rating 
groups. 

g.  Commissioned  Warrants  -  Line.  Officers  of  the  Regular  Navy  and  Naval 
Reserve  appointed  to  commissioned  warrant  officer  for  the  performance  of  duty 
in  the  technical  fields  indicated  by  former  enlisted  rating  groups. 

h.  Commissioned  Warrants  -  Staff.  Officers  of  the  Regular  Navy  and 
Naval  Reserve  appointed  to  commissioned  warrant  officer  for  the  performance 
of  duty  in  the  technical  fields  indicated  by  former  enlisted  rating  groups. 


Officer  Billet  Designator  Codes 


a.  The  officer  billet  designator  codes  are  four-digit  numbers  used  to 
identify  the  primary  naval  specialty  qualifications  required  of  the  billet 
incumbent  and  to  administratively  categorize  officer  billets  for  proper 
management  and  identification.  They  serve  as  a  manpower  management  tool  when 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  officer  designator  codes.  These  codes  are 
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entered  in  the  Manpower  Authorizations  (OPNAV  Form  1000/2)  to  indicate  the 
categories  of  officers  required  for  the  billets.

Category  Definitions  of  Billets  Requiring  Aeronautically  Designated 


#  (1)  Code  0  -  Other  Than  Operational  Flying  Billet.  This  category  billet 
(Designator  Codes  1230,  1240,  1250,  13X0)  requires  an  aeronautically 
designated  officer  because  of  his/her  aviation  oriented  background, 
experience  and  warfare  expertise,  but  no  requirements  exist  to  operate  an 
aircraft  or  its  weapons  systems  in  support  of  specific  aviation  operational 
missions.  Certain  aeronautically  designated  incumbents  of  other  them 
operational  flying  billets  are  eligible  to  participate  while  in  a  DlFDOvl 
status  as  described  in  OPNAVINST  3710.7  series. 

#  (2)  Code  1  -  Operational  Flying.  This  category  billet  (Designator  Codes 
12X1,  13x1,  15X1,  63X1)  is  derived  from  the  application  of  crew  ratios 
multiplied  against  unit  equipped  aircraft.  It  is  a  billet  in  which  an 
aeronautically  designated  officer  is  required  to  participate  as  a  crew  member 
in  the  operation  of  an  aircraft  or  its  weapons  systems  in  support  of  specific 
aviation  operational  missions.  Such  operational  missions  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to.  Tactical  Air,  ASW,  SAR,  Fleet  Support,  Training,  Test  and 
Evaluation,  Logistic  or  Staff  Support.  In  each  instance,  incumbents  of 
operational  flying  billets  are  required  to  maintain  basic  flying  skills  and 
to  fly  frequently  and  regularly  in  the  performance  of  their  assigned  duties. 
Such  flying  is  considered  operational  flying  as  defined  in  paragraph  1001  of 
OPNAVINST  3710.7  series. 

#  (3)  Code  2  -  Operational  Flying.  This  category  billet  (Designator  Codes 
12X2,  13X2,  15X2,  1802,  2102,  23u2,  6302)  requires  an  aeronautically 
designated  officer  to  fly  frequently  and  regularly  in  the  performance  of  the 
assigned  duties,  but  the  requirement  is  not  derived  from  the  application  of 
crew  ratios  against  unit  equipped  aircraft.  Designated  billets  involve  crew 
member  flight  duties  which  vary  from  complete  aircraft/weapons  system 
utilization  to  those  less  demanding  in  airborne  duties  and  frequency  of 
flight.  Such  operational  missions  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  pertinent 
flight  functions  involving  the  exercise  of  Command  and  Control  of  Aircraft, 
Mission  Support,  Flight  Safety,  Aircrew  Evaluation,  Operational  Readiness, 
Maintenance  Programs  and  Weapons  Test  Evaluation.  Such  flying  is  considered 
operational  flying  as  defined  in  paragraph  1001  of  OPNAVINST  3710.7  series. 

3.  Officer  Designator  Codes 

The  officer  designator  codes  are  four-digit  numbers  used  to  group 
officers  by  categories  for  personnel  accounting  and  administrative  purposes 
and  to  identify  the  status  of  officers.  These  codes  identify,  through  the 
first  three  digits,  the  categories  in  which  officers  are  appointed  and/or 
designated  and,  through  the  fourth  digit,  the  status  of  the  officers  within 
the  various  categories.  A  listing  by  the  first  three  digits  of  the  officer 
designator  codes  and  their  description  and  the  translation  of  the  fourth 
digit  are  available  at  NHRC.
